The largest single order for bacon 
and canned meat in the history of 
the world- 99. 6o0, 000 pounds of 
bacon and 1TI.000.OOI) pounds of 
canned meat — has just been placed 
by the Quartermaster's Department, 
U. S. A., for the American army 
overseas. LT, Swift, in commenting 
on this said the order will take the 
bacon from approximately J ,900.000 
hogs and if other work were dropped 
to produce it it would be equivalent 
to the total bacon production of the 
five larireet Chicago packers for near- 
ly five weeks, however, six months 
will elapse before delivery is to be 
completed. Mr. Swift said: 

"At the current prices on the day, 
last week, when the purchase was 
made, the packers would pay the live 
stock producerf about $80,0aajfi0 
for the necessary nogs and over *fi0,- 
000,000 for about 900,000 cattle re- 

"The cattle will cost us twice as 
much, and the hogs two and a half 
times as much in the pre-war period. 

"The five packers arc now killing 
about 350,000 hogs weekly to keep 
abreast of martial and domestic

THE ENEMY'S FOOD SUFPLY 
No doabt it <t nrcraaarv heeauee 

of the vital importance of food ron- 
■arratinn In Germany, bat the Food 
Administration in that empire It 
astonishingly frank in its statements 
to the German people in regard 'o 
the "depressing" outlook for food 

The most recent statements have 
been in explanation of the reduction 
of the potato ration to one pound a 
week, and a cut of 20 per cent in the 
meat ration. The food reserves am 
about gone and the new harvest Is 
not all in Therefore, aach man 
woman and child in Germany must 
est less during the next few weeks 

The German Food Controller does 
not hesitate, however, to bluntly tell 
the (ierman people that there will be 
large increases in rations after the 
harvest comes in. In that connection 
he makes public the report of a ci.m 
mission appointed to examine into 
the possibilities of large grain «up- 
ies from Russia during the crop 
year that is estimated to begin Au- 
gust 15. This commission finds thut 
the acreage of Russian wheat has 
been enormously reduced In many 
provinces the acreage is only .18 per 
cent of the acreage in 191ft In the 
Ukraine the acreage is. or was 51 per 
cent of normal, but dissatisfied Uk- 
raine peasants have ravaged the 
crops in many quarters rather than 
see the yield pass into the hands of 
German and Austrian soldiers. 

The 1918 crops both in Germany 
and Austria, are admitted to be low 
er than the crops of 1917. It must 
indeed, not be supposed that the Ger- 
mon Food Controller indicates that 
Germany will not be able to hold out 
another year, but he 'does boldly state 
that, as a broad proposition, the Ger- 
man people will have to be more 
careful of food in the next twelve 
months than in the last and this in 
itself is as bad news for Germany as 
the story of the military disasters on 
the Marne. — Louisville Post.
